The Murdoch media empire unex- 
pectedly jettisoned the News of the 
World on Thursday after a pub- 
lic backlash over the illegal guer- 
rilla tactics it used to expose the 
rich, the famous and the royal and 
remain Britain’s best-selling Sun- 
day newspaper. 

The decision stunned the 
paper’s staff of 200, shocked the 
world’s most competitive news 
town and ignited speculation that 
Rupert Murdoch’s News Corp. 
plans to rebrand the tabloid in a bid 
to prevent a phone-hacking scan- 
dal from wrecking its bid for a far 
more lucrative television deal. 

“This Sunday will be the last 
issue of the News of the World,” 
James Murdoch, son of the media 
magnate, said in a memo to staff 

Faced with growing outrage 
and fleeing advertisers due to 
the mushrooming allegations of 
immoral and criminal behavior 
at the paper — including bribing 


police for information, hacking the 
voicemail of slain schoolgirls and 
targeting phones of the relatives of 
soldiers killed in Afghanistan and 
the victims of the London transit 
attacks — Murdoch shuttered the 
168-year-old paper. 

James Murdoch said all reve- 
nue from the final issue, which will 
carry no ads, would go to “good 
causes.” The paper had hemor- 
rhaged advertisers since the hack- 
ing scandal escalated this week.

To Break Free 


Festivities approaeh, 
but ehallenges await 
the fledgling nation 

Juba, Sudan 

The people of South Sudan finally 
get their own country on Saturday, 
an emotional independence few 
thought possible during a half-cen- 
tury of civil wars and oppression 
that killed more than 2 million. 

Celebrations will burst forth 
Saturday in front of dozens of world 
leaders. But when the party ends, 
South Sudan must face grim real- 
ities: It will be one of the world’s 
most underdeveloped countries, 
only 15 percent of its citizens can 
rea,d and fears of war abound. 

South Sudan’s independence 
was made possible by a 2005 peace 
deal between Sudan’s north and 
south. Ex-guerrilla fighters shed 
tears in January as they cast votes 
to split from the north. 

“It took a combination of bul- 
lets and ballots to attain our hard- 
earned independence,” reads a 
roadside sign in Juba, the once-war- 


Meanwhile ••• 

The prospect of all-out war be- 
tween north and south Sudan seems 
higher than ever since the 2005 
peace deal. More than 100,000 peo- 
ple were displaced in May after the 
north seized the region of Abyei, and 
activists fear ethnic cleansing is un- 
der way in Southern Kordofan. Hos- 
tilities in Abyei dashed hopes that 
the governments could reach a “di- 
vorce deal" over unresolved issues

And South Sudan is saddled with 
problems. Violence has killed near- 
ly 2,400 people this year, the U.N. 
says. A major undercurrent is the 
fight for the oil South Sudan gains 
near the north-south border. 

Despite the south’s oil wealth, 
the Texas-sized region has only 
about 30 miles of paved road. In an

Last shuttle mission 
marks the start of 
an uncertain future 

Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

The last shuttle, Atlantis, sits on Pad 
39A, ready for its valedictory flight. 

It is the nature of a shuttle to look 
kind of lonely out there on the pad, 
kept at a safe remove from the control 
room, the hangars, the observation 
platforms. The pad is not far from the 
beach, one of the last stretches of Flor- 
ida coastline unblemished by hotels 
and condos. Beach houses were torn 
down years ago when the federal gov- 
ernment showed up with rockets. Old- 
timers talk of 11 graveyards and an old 
schoolhouse lurking somewhere out 
there, the remnants of the era before 
the coming of the spaceport. 

Now the U.S. space program is 
facing a painful transition. Atlantis 
will blast off, if all goes as planned, at 
11:26 a.m. Friday for a 12-day mission 
to the international space station. And 
then what? 

Then a lot of uncertainty. The only 
sure bet is that thousands of people 
here will be out of a job. 

Under Fire 

NASA’s critics say the human space- 
flight program is in a shambles. They 
see arm-waving and paperwork rather 
than a carefully defined mission going 
forward. NASA has lots of plans, but it 
has no new rocket ready to launch, no 
specific destination selected, and no 
means in the near term to get Ameri- 
can astronauts into space other than by 
buying a seat on one of Russia’s aging 
Soyuz spacecraft. 

The space agency’s leaders say 
everything’s on track, that the private 
sector will soon launch astronauts 
into orbit and let NASA focus on the 
hard work of deep-space exploration. 
There is a new heavy-lift rocket in the 
works, one capable of going far beyond 
the stamping grounds of the shuttle. 
President Obama has picked a desti- 


nation, a near-Earth asteroid, though 
he did not say which one. 

“We have a program. We have a 
budget. We have bipartisan support. 
We have a destination,” NASA Dep- 
uty Administrator Lori Carver said. 
“We are just putting finer points on 


the rocket design.” 

But Carver and other administra- 
tion officials are getting heat from 
some of the most famous astronauts 
on the planet, not to mention members 
of Congress and aerospace industry 
executives. Neil Armstrong, the first 


man on the moon, and someone never 
known to be a rabble-rouser, recently 
co-wrote with fellow Apollo astronauts 
Jim Lovell and Cene Cernan an op-ed 
in USA Today declaring that the space 
policy of the Obama administration is 
in “substantial disarray.” 

Acrimonious End 

NASA Administrator Charles F. Bolden 
Jr. said he “could not disagree more” 
with the criticism. “Our future is bright, 
and the U.S. will continue to be a world 
leader in space exploration for many 
years to come,” he said. 

Carver suggested that the agency’s 
critics fail to recognize the dire condi- 
tion of the human spaceflight program 
when Obama took office. 

“We have brought the program back 
from the brink,” Carver said. 

And so the shuttle era comes to an 
end amid acrimony. To some extent, the 
pain, hurt and recrimination go with 
the territory — because, as Carver said 
repeatedly, “change is hard.” 

But if the critics are right, the 
final flight of Atlantis will be a 
flare for a space program in trouble.

Visitation Rites 


Come here often? Of course not. I can tell by 
your FBI shirt and the trouble you’re having with 
that map. Welcome to the nation's capital! You’ll 
certainly want to travel via public transportation 
during your stay, lest you waste an entire vacation 
spinning repeatedly around Dupont Circle. 


But there are a few tricks you need 
to learn to make Metro less of a pain 
and to ensure that you see the sights 
instead of dirty looks. Here’s my 
tourist transportation guide. 

m Perhaps you’ve heard we 
stand to the right and walk on the 
left on all escalators. We take this 
piece of etiquette very seriously, 
particularly on the lengthy esca- 
lators in our Metro system. Stand- 


ing to the right but holding your 
child’s hand so the wee one is block- 
ing the way doesn’t make it better. 
The kid’s gotta move. 

» I don’t know who came up 
with these two classic tourist tips, 
but they’re always worth repeating. 
One, bus routes 32 and 36 will take 
you on a sightseeing safari for just 
$1.70. The trip winds by the Capi- 
tol, the Mall, Georgetown and the 


National Cathedral. Two, if you’re 
visiting the zoo, get off the train at 
Cleveland Park so you can walk 
downhill to the entrance. When 
you’ve had your fill of panda sight- 
ings, continue on down the slope to 
the Woodley Park- 
Zoo station. You’ll 
save up energy to 
walk more later. 

w Speaking of 
which, don’t be 
afraid to hoof it 
downtown. Most of 
the stops are clus- 
tered, and it can be 
much quicker just to get off the 
train than to switch lines to get a 
block or two closer to your desti- 
nation. 

w Want to save cash? Don’t take 
Metro during rush hour. You prob- 
ably stared at that fare chart and 
couldn’t decipher it — sorry about 
that — but the upshot is that trips 
during popular commuting times 
cost more. And when we’re heading 
to the office or coming home after a 
long day, we locals aren’t particular- 
ly friendly. So stay at the National 
Portrait Gallery until closing time, 
or linger over a drink and you can 
avoid nastiness and surcharges. 

w Another way to mollify the 
masses: Step aside and let them 
pass through the fare gates before 
you. Most of us have SmarTrip cards 
that let us fly though the system 
(sorta like E-ZPass on the high- 
way). You probably don’t, and get- 
ting an entire family with paper 
fare cards through Metro’s gates 
can take an eternity. So while you’re 
waiting for Junior to figure out how 
to join you on the inside, take some 
photos. Then you’ll have proof to 
show your pals back home that 
you’ve conquered D.C.’s subway 
system.

The last time D.C. United played 
the New York Red Bulls, Dwayne 
De Rosario was in the middle of 
New York’s prolific attack, one that 
punished United for every mistake 
it made en route to a 4-0 pasting 
at RFK Stadium.

De Rosario might no longer be 
part of the New York attack that 
includes Thierry Henry, Luke Rod- 
gers, Juan Agudelo, Dane Richards 
and Joel Lindpere, but as he showed 
in D.C.’s 2-2 draw with Philadel- 
phia last weekend, it hasn’t taken 
him long to click with forwards 
Josh Wolff and Charlie Davies, and 
wingers Andy Najar and Chris Pon- 
tius to add to United’s formidable 
formation. 

De Rosario assisted on D.C.’s 
first goal, slipping a ball through 
the box from the left to find Wolff 
for a short-range one-timer. He 
also sprung Najar with a short

pass, which Najar took into space 
before drilling a 35-yard shot for 
United’s second goal. 

“These guys understand the 
game at a high level, and they make 
quality runs,” De Rosario said after 
the match.

the team. I’m looking forward 
to continuing an understand- 
ing with those guys.” 

D.C. will need the learn- 


ing curve to be accelerated 
a bit if it’s to keep up with 
the Red Bulls, who posted a 
5-0 shutout against Toronto 
FC on Wednesday. New York, 
which slumped a bit over the 
past six weeks through inju- 
ry and international absences, 
has most of its stars healthy and 
available, and has taken over first 
place in the Eastern Conference. 

“They’re almost at full strength, 
and I think the 3 A’re a very dangerous 
team going forward,” Olsen said. 

Perhaps De Rosario could pro- 
vide insight on how to slow down 
his former club, with whom he 
played 13 games. “He knows how 
they work, and he knows how they 
tick,” Pontius said.

Pro Baseball 

The Baltimore Orioles needed 
many things in order to improve 
this year, and nothing was high- 
er on their wish list than young 
pitchers who could boost the rota- 
tion. The O’s thought they had one 
such player in highly touted pros- 
pect Brian Matusz. 

But injuries and inefficiencies 
have made the southpaw one of the 
team’s biggest disappointments this 
season, his third with the Orioles. 
And with little help elsewhere in 
the rotation, the Orioles have spi- 
raled to the bottom of the stand- 
ings yet again. 

Matusz, who missed the first 
two months of the season with 
injuries, went 1-4 with an 8.77 ERA 
in six starts after returning June 
1. Last week, he was optioned to 
Triple-A Norfolk and replaced by 
Pedro Viola.

A dip in his velocity is the main 
culprit in Matusz’s decline in pro- 
duction. 

Matusz, 24, came into the 
majors in 2009 with a fastball that 


averaged 91.5 mph. In the Orioles’ 
June 30 game against the Cardi- 
nals, his fastball peaked at 87 mph. 
Not unexpectedly, he lasted only 
3 1/3 innings before getting pulled 
after allowing eight earned runs 
and nine hits in a 9-6 defeat.

The combined earned run average 
for the Orioles in the past 10 games 
through Wednesday. Not coinci- 
dentally, Baltimore lost eight of 
those contests. 


In his previous start, on June 25, 
Matusz gave up six earned runs in 
just 4 2/3 innings. Even then. Ori- 
oles manager Buck Showalter was 
searching for ways to help Matusz 
physically and mentally. 

“From a coaching standpoint, 
you have to proceed like what are 
you going to do if that doesn’t jump 


aU the way back initially?” Showalter 
said. “What’s the best way to create a 
way for him to have success up here. 
If you saw where the pitches were, 
those were as much command issues 
as they were velocity issues.” 

Most pitchers lose velocity as 
their career progresses, but is it 
unusual to see such a sharp decline 
so quickly with a player as young 
as Matusz? 

“I can go back to 20 guys who 
come to the big leagues with X 
amount of velocity, and then as 
their career goes on, whether it’s 
Jimmy Key or Frank Tanana, what 
do you do to defend yourself and 
give your team a chance to win?” 
Showalter said. “In some ways, it 
may be positive at an early stage in 
[Matusz’s] career. If you’re search- 
ing for silver linings, the good thing 
is he’s got good secondary pitch- 
es that if he commands them, he

Hall of Fame Tight End Mackey Dies at 69 


Obituary 

John Mackey, the rugged Hall of 
Fame tight end and union presi- 
dent who later fought for stronger 
health benefits for retired players 
and struggled with dementia, has 
died. He was 69. 

Mackey played for the Baltimore 
Colts from 1963 to 1971, and helped 
the team beat the Dallas Cowboys 
in the 1971 Super Bowl by catching 
a pass from Johnny Unitas after 


it deflected off two other players 
for a 75-yard touchdown. He also 
played for the San 
Diego Chargers in 
1972, and finished 
his 10-year career 
with 331 catches 
for 5,236 yards 
and 38 touch- 
downs. 

Mackey’s 
efforts after his playing days 
were just as important as his per- 


formance on the field. An NFL 
labor agreement ratified in 2006 
includes the “88 Plan,” named for 
Mackey’s number, 88. It provides 
up to $88,000 a year for nursing 
care or day care for ex-players with 
dementia or Alzheimer’s disease, 
or $50,000 for home care. 

He suffered from frontotem- 
poral dementia in later years that 
is believed to have been caused by 
the contact associated with playing 
football. Four years ago, the demen- 


tia forced Mackey into living in an 
assisted-living facility. 

“John Mackey is still our lead- 
er. As the president of the NFLPA, 
he led the fight for fairness with a 
brilliance and with ferocious drive,” 
union executive director DeMau- 
rice Smith said. “His passion con- 
tinues to define our organization 
and inspire our players. His unwav- 
ering loyalty to our mission and his 
exemplary courage will never be for- 
gotten.” (AP)

“I think the whole Jell-0 shot phe- 
nomenon was due for a revival,” says 
Michelle Palm, the force behind the 
Jelly Shot Test Kitchen blog Qelly-shot- 
test-kitchen.blogspot.com) and author 
of a new recipe book of the same name 
($17, Running Press). “If you think 
about it, a lot of low- culture things 
have had makeovers. How many res- 
taurants can you go to now and order 
a hot dog or a mini-burger? Everyone 
had Jell- O shots in college; I wanted 
to take them to the next level.” 

Straddling the line between cock- 
tail andJell-OJiggler, Jell-0 shots (or 
“jelly shots,” as Palm prefers to call 
them) fill a void of whimsy in an oth- 
erwise often-serious alcohol scene. 
And since the basic idea — add gela- 
tin to almost any liquid — is so sim- 
ple, the wiggly cocktail possibilities 


are as endless as Don Draper’s bar 
tab. Martinis look more mod after 
they’ve been poured into pyramid- 
shaped Jell-0 molds. Mimosas morph 
into haute desserts when cut into 
circles and served on skewers. Cos- 
mos become, well, more cosmopoli- 
tan when they’re bite-size cubes. And 
then there are the artistic, ironic pos- 
sibilities: Watermelon-flavored gela- 
tin can be nestle inside a real melon 
rind. Opaque Jell-0 can rest between 
graham crackers, cleverly disguised 
as an ice cream sandwich. 

“That rubbery texture adds an ele- 
ment of surprise; it brings people out 
of their comfort zone,” says Katie Nel- 
son, lead bartender at the Columbia 
Room (1021 7* St. NW; 202-393-0220), 
which has added gelatin to some cock- 
tails, including a Pimm’s Cup made

with the stuff “It’s a different way to 
express flavor,” Nelson says. 

To others, it’s all about venturing 
into new frontiers of artistic expres- 
sion. “It’s a medium that not many 
have experience with; it’s not well- 
worn territory,” says Cory Kete, a Phil- 
adelphia waitress who contributes to 
MyJelloAmericans.blogspot.com. 

Kete, 25, and fellow bloggers Mau- 
reen Sheehan and Megan Booth have 
made ever 3 Thing from Hot Toddy Jell- 
O shots to malted milk shakes out of 
gelatin. They’ve featured a savory mac- 
and-cheese shot (featuring, yes, cooked 
macaroni, Velveeta and cheese-fla- 
vored rum); a shot of sweet red beans, 
rice and vodka; and a “Mesozoic” 
shot of a dehydrated cricket encased 
in amber liquor. “We approach it the 
way Ace of Cakes’ would,” Kete says.

Heat over Low 
heat, stirring constantly, until gelatin is dissolved, about 
five minutes. (Mixture will be very foamy, but this will di- 
minish.) Remove from the heat and stir in the gin. If nec- 
essary, strain to remove any gelatin solids. 

Pour mixture into a 1-pound Loaf pan and refrigerate 
until fully set, several hours or overnight. 

To serve, cut into desired shapes. Garnish each jelly 
shot with a Lime wedge to squeeze over the shot. Makes 
18 to 24 jelly shots.

The authors of gelatinous-salad-happy cook- 
book “Joys of JELL-0” (published by the General 
Foods Corporation in the 1960s; look for it at your next 
yard sale!) had no qualms about incorporating dairy 
into their jiggly creations. They even made things like 
Cucumber Cream Salad (containing lime Jell-O, vinegar, 
onion, sour cream and mayonnaise) and Cheese Veg- 
etable Salad (containing cottage cheese and Tabasco 
sauce). If your 21st-century appetite is less, urn, wig- 
gly (imagine that!), start small with Baileys liquor 
in your shots. Don’t worry about the non- 
translucence. Palm says: “These won’t 
be sitting around at a party for 
very long.”

But with reality shows still a fan- 
tasy (Call us, Bravo!), home mixolo- 
gists are free to create their own grav- 
ity-defying drinks. It’s not as difficult 
as it seems, Kete and Palm promise. 
“The most important thing is to use 
high-quality ingredients,” Palm says. 
“This is not the place to use your cheap 
vodka, or the stuff from the gallon 
plastic jug. You can really taste the 
difference.” 

Skip the artificially flavored Jell-0 
and instead use Knox brand gelatin 
or agar agar powder (a vegan alterna- 
tive to traditional gelatin, made from 
sea vegetation). Most recipes require 
just a few minutes of work: Dissolve a 
gelling agent in juices or syrups over 
low heat, add liquor, then pour the con-

Heavenly Hash. Pink Salad. Annbrosia. No nnatter what you call the classic Southern 
connbo of Cool Whip (or whipped creann), pudding, Jell-0 and add-ins (crushed 
pineapple, nnandarin oranges, coconut, nriarshmallows, 
etc.), Annbrosia announts to the coolest retro fruit salad 
around. In Greek nnyths, annbrosia was the nanne 
for “the food of the gods." But ever since the glop 
started popping up on U.S. dinner tables around 
1900, it’s been a side at once slightly healthy 
(fruit!) and slightly decadent (rich dairy or non- 
dairy products!). The key: Allow fruit juices to 
congeal with pudding and Jell-0 powders.

You can prep a recipe up to a day 
in advance, but it’s important to not 
assemble your shots until an hour or 
two before serving them. Palm says. 
“Once you cut them, the flavor seems 
to dissipate fairly quickly,” she says. 

When eaten soon after their cre- 
ation, however, these finger foods 
pack a flavorful wallop — perhaps, 
with a rush of earlier memories on 
the side. 

“Everybody has a nostalgic Jell-0 
reference,” Palm says.

Talking animals teach 
an important lesson 
in Kevin James' new 
vehicle, 'Zookeeper' 


Film Review 

For some reason, Kevin James’ pain 
is his audience’s pleasure. There’s 
no tree he won’t swing into, no pole 
he won’t headbutt and no staircase 
he won’t throw his seemingly inde- 
structible body down in the name 
of comedy. Box office receipts con- 
firm that his audience laps up this 
self-inflicted physical abuse. Prat- 
falls and agonizing tumbles appear 
to be James’ business, and, man, 
business is booming. 

The irony is that James happens 
to be a naturally affable actor who 
creates such likeable lead characters 
in one-to-two-note fluff flicks like 
“Paul Blart: Mall Cop” or “Grown 
Ups,” so we shouldn’t want to see 
him get bruised and battered, either 
emotionally or physically. He’s at his 
best when his enormous heart and 
innate vulnerability shine through 
the slapstick antics screenwriters 
love to throw at him, which hap- 
pens to be the case in Frank Cora- 
ci’s “Zookeeper.” 

The film opens on a beach at 
sunset, where Griffin Keyes (James) 
has rented a horse and hired a mari- 
achi band so he can propose to his 
girlfriend, Stephanie (Leslie Bibb). 
But she turns him down. Vapid and 
self-centered, she can’t get over the 
fact that Griffin’s a zookeeper. 

Years later, Griffin’s ready to 
move past the devastating funk 
brought on by Stephanie’s rejection 
when the statuesque beauty slides 
back into his life. Thankfully, our 
hero finds motivational support 
from his sensitive co-worker, Kate 
(Rosario Dawson), and the animals 
at Griffin’s zoo.

Then 
there’s a monkey voiced by Adam 
Sandler who suggests Griffin throw 
his feces at Stephanie — just what 
you’d expect a monkey voiced by 
Sandler to say. 

Such jokes in the “Zookeeper” 
script speak directly to the young- 
est audience members. But there’s 
a surreal quality to some of “Zoo- 
keeper’s” humor that will fly over 
the heads of kids as it has parents 
scratching their own noggins in 
disbelief One sequence has Griffin 
bringing a Nick Nolte-voiced gorilla 
to a T.G.I. Friday’s for drinks, kara- 
oke and product placement.

BEGINNERS (R, 104 minutes) The story 
of a middle-aged man who learns that his 
father is gay, only to lose him to cancer 
a few years later, “Beginners" traces the 
effect of both cataclysms on the younger 
man’s nascent relationship with a fetch- 
ing French actress. The film opens with 
the death of Hal (Christopher Plummer), 
who, as his son Oliver (Ewan McGregor) 
explains in a voice-over, came out of the 
closetwith a flamboyant vengeance after 
his longtime wife died, taking a younger 
lover and diving into Southern California 
gay culture. Jumping around in time —

from flashbacks of growing up in a house 
where so much went unspoken to his fa- 
ther’s coming out to just before his death 
— the movie focuses on Oliver’s efforts 
to untangle how his parents’ marriage in- 
formed his own fears of commitment, a.h. 
CARS 2 (G, 106 minutes) “Cars 2" fea- 
tures a lot more of two things: Mater, 
the rusty, rednecky tow truck voiced 
by Larry the Cable Guy, and car racing. 
As lovable as Mater is, let’s face it: A little 
bit of Larry the Cable Guy goes a long way. 
Fortunately, “Cars 2" is a long, looong 
wayfromTalladega,nottomentionfrom 
Radiator Springs, the remote Southwest- 
ern town where Mater lives, and where 
the first movie took place. Set in Tokyo, 


London and a picturesque Italian village 
during a three-part international race to 
determine the fastest car in the world, 
“Cars 2" boasts eye-popping scenery 
of far-flung locales and thrilling race 
sequences. It’s a visually stunning film. 
Unfortunately, the sequel shortchanges 
the very relationships that gave the 
first movie its surprising heart, m.o. 
CONAN O’BRIEN CAN’T STOP (R, 89 
minutes) “Conan O’Brien Can’t Stop" 
is a documentary about the live stage 
show O’Brien toured the country with in 
the summer of 2010 after being forced 
by NBC to exit “The Tonight Show" but 
before starting up his current hosting 
gig on TBS. A mix of live music; stand- 
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up: vaudeville: random guestspotsfrom 
thelikesof Eddie Vedder, Jim Carrey and 
Stephen Colbert: and public confession, 
O’Brien’s tour was an almost instant hit. 
Much of thefirst half of thefilm consists 
of scenes showing a tortured-looking 
O’Brien and his writers brainstorming 
ideas about the show, without much ap- 
parent success. Laterscenesshowa hi- 
larious tour. According to O’Brien, though, 
it’s the prep work and not the finished 
product that he loves best: hunkering 
down with his creative staff. Hisfavorite 
thing, hesays,is“workingthingsout” with 
his people. But it becomes clear in the 
film, directed by Rodman Flender, that 
what O’Brien really loves best is being in 
front of an audience. It’s called “Conan 
O’Brien Can’t Stop" for a reason, m.o. 
GREEN LANTERN (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
The premise of “Green Lantern" seems 
as musty as a dog-eared pulp magazine: 
Earth’s Lantern is one of thousands 
of intergalactic cops who wear magic 
rings that draw their juice from “the 
emerald energy of willpower." The lat- 
est contender for emeraldhood is Hal 
Jordan (Ryan Reynolds), a bad-boy test 
pilot, forever striving to be as brave as 
the top-gun father he saw incinerated by 
exploding jet fuel. Yet Hal doesn’t seem 
the hero type, exactly. A self-described 
“total screwup," he’s personally unreli- 
able and emotionally unavailable, even to 
longtime love/hate interest Carol Ferris 
(Blake Lively). Half of “Green Lantern" 
transpires in CGI-created outer space, 
and yet this is the type of movie where all 
the central players are close at hand. Not 
only is Hal’s true love an office mate: so 
is his potential adversary. Hector Ham- 
mond (Peter Sarsgaard). mark jenkins 
THE HANGOVER: PART II (R, 102 min 
utes) A veritable textbook case of what 
not to do when remaking a comedy that 
depended on sheer surprise for most of 
its appeal, “The Hangover: Part 11" also 
inadvertently points out the weaknesses 
of the first movie. In “Part 11," director 
Todd Phillips follows the first movie 
beat for beat, switching a character and 
location here and there but never stray- 
ing far from the original template. The 
movie opens with Bradley Cooper’s Phil 
— scruffy, sweaty, red-eyed — dolefully 
calling Tracy, the impending bride from 
the first movie, to tell her that, once 
again, “We [screwed] up." By “we," of 
course, he means Alan (Zach Galifiana- 
kis) and Stu (Ed Helms), who is about to 
be married in Thailand. Once the posse 


lands in Thailand, “just one beer" two 
nights before the wedding turns into a 
similar bender, with the three principals 
awaking in a Bangkok hotel room with 
a monkey in a Rolling Stones vest and 
no memory of how they got there, a.h. 
KUNG FU PANDA 2 (PG, 92 minutes) In 
the satisfying, if less than sensational, 
sequeltothefunny, charming and action- 
packed animated feature from 2008, Po 
the panda (voice of Jack Black) returns 
in pursuit of inner peace, the defeat of a 
murderous peacock (Gary Oldman) and 
the truth aboutwhat happened to his real 
parents. What? You didn’t actually think 
that Mr. Ping (James Hong), the noodle- 
making Chinese goose from the first 
movie who raised Po as his son, was actu- 
ally our hero’s biological father, did you? 
The new movie putsthat question to rest. 
It’s both a story about Po’s search for his 
origins and a reckoning with the bad guy 
responsible for Po’s identity crisis, m.o. 
LARRY CROWNE (PG-13, 99 minutes) 
Tom Hanks (who also directed) plays the 
title character, a squeaky-clean divorced 
man who’s fired from his job as a sales- 
man at a big-box store. Larry dumps his 
house, switches from a gas-guzzling SUV 
to a more sensible, if sexier, secondhand 
scooter, takes a part-time job as a short- 
order cookand enrolls in college. His first 
course: Aaspeech class called “The Art 
of Informal Remarks." Talk about unmar- 
ketable. At least the teacher — played by 
an unhappily married Julia Roberts — is 


hot. You can see what’s coming, even 
if Larry can’t. Later, Larry meets the 
free-spirited Talia. Before you can say 
“bibbidi-bobbidi-boo," Talia has given 
Larry a magical makeover, complete 
with new hair, new glasses, new ’tude and 
stylin’ clothes. Watching Hanks’s trans- 
formation from Larry Crowne to “Lance 
Corona’’ — Talia’s nickname for his new 
persona— isthe film’s chief pleasure. M.o. 
MONTE CARLO (PG, 108 minutes) There’s 
something unexpectedly heartening 
about watching “Monte Carlo," which 
follows a trio of young women who can 
string together full sentences made up 
of actual words. Grace (Selena Gomez) 
lives in Texas but dreams of traveling to 
Paris. Finally escaping high school, Grace 
plansatripto France with her bestfriend, 
Emma (Katie Cassidy). An initial kink in 
the pair’s travel plans arrives in the form 
of Grace’s new stepsister, who is forced 
by the girls’ parents to go along on the 
adventure. Upon landing in France, the 
world travelers immediately apprehend 
that they have signed up for the wrong 
tour. But Grace’s striking resemblance 
to an infamous British socialite gainsthe 
trio a private jet to Monte Carlo to enjoy 
the lifestyles of the rich and famous, s.m. 
MIDNIGHT IN PARIS (PG 13, 94 minutes) 
From its rapturous opening sequence, 
“Midnight in Paris" announcesthat Woody 
Allen has returned to at least one of his 
most beloved forms.

SUPER 8 (R, 118 minutes) In “Super 8," a 
chubby would-be director named Charles 
(Riley Griffiths) keeps running around his 
small Ohio hometown, framing its cul- 
de-sacs and tract homes with his hands 
and calling for “more production value." 
Charles isshooting his own zombie movie, 
and he has commandeered his adolescent 
friends to work on his cast and crew. The 
scenes of Charles’ movie-within-a-movie 
turn out to be the best parts of “Super 8." 


WhileCharlesand his teamarefilming, they 
inadvertently record a horrific accident 
that ends up drawing the attention of the 
U.S. Air Force. Charles’ special-effects guy, 
Joe Lamb (Joel Courtney), is convinced that 
something isafoot, between the mysterious 
military ops, an electrical grid gone haywire 
and an epidemic of missing dogs. a.h. 
TRANSFORMERS: DARK OF THE 
MOON (PG-13, 154 minutes) Transfor- 
mation proves to be beyond the grasp 
of “Transformers: Dark of the Moon,” 
the latest movie in which 1980s vintage 
Hasbro toys come to life and kick ’hot. 
Rather than streamline the vehicle, 
director Michael Bay and his team have 
dumped more nuts, boltsand carburetors 
on the pile. Dispatching Shia LaBeouf’s 
Sam Witwicky on his third “Transform- 
ers" caper, the movie wobbles between 
quick-cutactionand outrightslapstick. 
As befitsa cinematicsagathat began asa 
toy tie-in, “Dark of the Moon" sometimes 
seems designed for boys who are too 
young to appreciate the charms of Rosie 
Huntington-Whiteley, the British blonde 
who plays Sam’s new squeeze. This is, 
afterall, a movieaboutthefundamental 
coolness of sports cars that turn into 
sentient robots. And while the CGI and 
3-D are up to date, whenever Autobot 
philosopher-king Optimus Prime offers 
Sam some wisdom, the advice sounds 
like something from a Depression-era 
Boy Scout handbook, m.j. 

THE TREE OF LIFE (PG-13, 138 minutes) 
The sprawling story of a man’s quest to 
reconcile a contradictory parental legacy. 


“The Tree of Life" ties that search to 
more metaphysical questions having to 
do with God, creation, truth and beauty. 
As a character named Mr. O’Brien, Brad 
Pitt playsthe patriarch of a 1950s family 
that lives in a leafy Texas suburb. A hard- 
jawed, embittered martinet, Mr. O’Brien 
brings up his three boys with atoxic com- 
bination of intimidation and commanding 
affection. Less a narrative than a series 
of sharp shards of memory, the next seg- 
ment of “The Tree of Life" traces his life 
with Father, whose mercurial, fearsome 
force Jack fuses with God’s power at its 
most fickle and inscrutable, a.h. 
X-MEN: FIRST CLASS (PG-13, 131 min- 
utes) “First Class" begins, like the comic 
bookseries itself, in 1944. That’s when a 
young German boy named Erik Lehnsherr 
watches his parents being hauled off to 
Auschwitz.

Meanwhile, the genially telepathic 
Charles Xavier (James McAvoy) is earn- 
ing his doctorate in genetic research at 
Oxford, with his shape-shifting friend and 
surrogate sister.
